MAY BE STORY OF THE MAINE. 



Spanish Cipher Cablegram Found 
- — by (.a American Soldier 

In Manila. 

“Blue tape” is the expression which 
might properly be applied to Spanish 
official circumlocution. C. Leland, u 
young man from Bismarck, N. D., came 
to Chicago a few ilaj's ago to join a 
regiment winch he had heard was be- 
ing recruited there for service in 
the Boer army. He carried a lit- 
tle bundle of blue paper which might 
reveal the secret of the Maine explo- 
sion in. Havana harbor if the writing 
on it could be road. Jt purports to bu 
a dispatch in cipher from a Spanish of- 
ficial in Havana, to Gov. Gen. Augusti 
at Manila. It is dated February 18, 
1896. and written in Spanish ciphi r 
code on a narrow ribbon of light blue 
paper, about 100 feet long. The paper 
is wound in a circular coil and makes 
a bunch six inches in diameter. There 
is nothing cn the paper to establish its 
genuineness, says the Inter Ocean. 

Yeung Leland got it from Charles 
Jackson, a soldier in a South Dakota 
regiment that served in the Philip- 
pines. When -the American army took 
possession at Manila this paper, with 
a great many other official documents, 
it is said, was found in a safe in the 
governor general’s office. Gen. Otis or- 
dered them all burned, but Jackson res- 
cued the cipher cablegram from the 
pile as a souvenir. He was killed soon 
afterward, but previous to that had 
tns U<ui the Daoer to Lelanil. 

A SUCCESSFUL FARMER. 

Within three miles of the town go- 
ing eastward is the farm of Mr. W. 
Creamer, one of the municipality's 
largest and most prosperous mixed 
farmers. Mr. Creamer came to this 
country in 1880 and settled on a por- 
tion of the land whieh comprises his 
present enormous farm of 1.2S0 acres. 
In common with many others of a 
similar period he experienced all the 
hardships and difficulties common to 
the absence of railway and market fa- 
cilities. In no wise daunted, by en- 
ergy, industry anil indomitable will 
he has been able to surmount all ob- 
stacles and has achieved an unpar- 
alleled success, and is known through- 
out the district as one of its preemi- 
nent farmers. His operations extend 
over 1.280 acres, two sections (the 
thought alone of so much land makes 
the eastern farmer dizzy); 800 acres 
of this is broken and the remainder 
is excellent pasture land and wood. 
This harvest he took off a crop of 
5l>0 acres of wheat and 200 of other 
grains. Four hundred acres are 
plowed and ready for wheat next 
spring. Mr. Creamer is. as has been 
stated, a mixed farmer of no mean 
proportions, haring at the present 
time 40 hntses. r,o head of cattle and 
50 pigs. The most modern farm 
buildings are found on his premises, 
the main building being a barn 55 
feet square on a stone foundation 
containing stabling for 16 horses and 
a large number of cattle. The loft 
is stored with 29 loads of sheaf oats 
for feed and tons of hay: there is 
al-o a cutting box. Another building 
of larg-' dimensions is the granary, in 
whieh after teaming large quantities 
to market he still has stored 3.000 
bushels oT wheat. A crushing ma- 
chine i in the building. There are a 
number of lesser buildings contain- 
ing chicken house, pig pens and cattle 
sheds. The farm residence is a hand- 
some frame structure of ample pro- 
portions. in connection with it is a 
Wood shed. The water supply is un- 
excelled: besides house supply there 
is a well in the stables and a never 
failing spring situate in a bluff, which 
never freezes. Surrounded by a thiek 
bluff of poplars, extending in a semi 
circle to the west, north and east, 
the winter storms are broken and ac- 
cumulation of snow unknown. Added 
to his farming operations. Mr. Cream- 
er conducts a threshing outfit for the 
season. His success is only one in- 
stance of what can be accomplished 
in Western Canada.— Balilur (Man.) 
Gazette, Nov. 16th, 1899.

”It was after the nu*st serious 
consideration that 1 decided to 
make a formal announcement of 
ray position.” said the admiral.

They were friends u|>oii whose 
judgment I believed I could re- 
ly, and whose good intentions I 
would not doubt. They said they be- 
lieved I owed it to the American t>eo- 
ple to make my position clear on 
this matter. My name ha:; been used 
in this connection and there have been 
all kinds of reports. My friends 
thought I owe it to the people to set 
all doubt at rest by declaring that I 
adhered to my original refusal, or 
that 1 had changed my mind. So 
I. decided to speak. My position is 
just this: I regard the position of 
President as the greatest honor in 
the gift of the nation. It is an hon- 
or to which no man can lx* indiffer- 
ent. 1 am simply like other citizens 
in that I would appreciate the hon- 
or.*’ 

Asked us to his platform and what 
party lie would stand with the ad- 
miral says: 

“That is a matter for later consid- 
eration. At present I have simply 
signified my willingness to lie a can- 
didate. It is ]K)Ksihle the |>eople will 
not see it in that way. There will 
lx* time enough to discuss features 
connected with my candidacy when 
I am a candidate.” 

Adm. Dewey declined to state 
whether he was a democrat or a re- 
miblican.

London. April 5 . — It looks as 
though the Boers hatl conceived the 
audacious plan of attempting to in- 
vest Lord Roberts at Bloemfontein, 
ar al least to endeavor to delay his 
northward advance by harassing the 
British lines of communication. 

On his side Lord Roberts is concen- 
trating his forces and preparing to 
take every advantage of the bold but 
risky tactics of the enemy. He is 
not likely to strike at any of their 
forces until he is certain of deliver- 
ing a crushing blow. 

The situation in the absence of any 
official dispatch from Lord Roberts 
is both mystifying and interesting. 
There is little doubt that Lord Rob- 
erts is hampered by the necessity 
for remounts and transport and the 
loss of convoy guns and all of Col. 
Broad wood’s baggage was a serious 
matter. 

The Boers are now trusting to what 
they believe to be their superior mo- 
bility. 

The special correspondents at the 
front are now denouncing Lord Rob- 
erts’ policy of leniency toward the 
Free Staters and are calling for an 
abandonment of that policy. 

A special dispatch announces that 
Mafeking was still besieged but safe 
on March 27 . 0 

Bloemfontein. April 5 . — There are 
numerous indications that, in pursu- 
ance of their boast that they will re- 
capture Bloemfontein, the Boers are 
trying to surround the town and to 
cut our line of communications to the 
south. Large force; are reported east 
and south, which are supposed to be 
making for the railway. They still 
hold Thaba N’ehu and the water 
works. 

Lord Roberts is completing his con- 
centration. Four t.7 g;:ns and our 
naval 12 -poutiders have been mounted 
on kopjes commanding the plain. The 
cavalry camp has been removed :o a 
better position non hen t of ihe city.

London. April 4 . — Fuller news of 
disaster to the British army in the 
neighborhood of Saunas Dost does not 
tend to improve matters from a Brit- 
ish point of view, but, with the dis- 
patches so mystifying, it is impossi- 
ble to accurately portray the present 
situation or to foretell the ultimate 
issue of Lord Roberts’ attempt to re- 
trieve the defeat. 

The war office has posted a dispatch 
from Lord Roberts reading as fol- 
lows: 

Bloemfontein, April 2 . 10:30 p. 31. — 
In continuation of my telegram of 
March 31 , there has been considera- 
ble delay in gel ting accurate returns 
of the casualties, as the action took 
place twenty-two miles hence, the tel- 
egraph cable has been interrupted sev- 
eral times, cloudy weather has inter- 
fered with signalling, and although 
there has been no engagement since, 
the force is continually in touch with 
the enemy. 

There were many arts’ of conspic- 
uous gallantry displayed during the 
day. “Q“ remained in action under 
a cross fire at 1,200 yards for some 
hours, the officers serving tin* guns 
as the casualties reduced the detach- 
ments. Several gallant attempts were 
made to bring in two guns, the teams 
of which had been killed, but at each 
attempt the horses were shot. 

The Kssex. Munster. Shropshire and 
Northumlierland mounted infantry 
ami Roberts’ horse covered the retire- 
ment of the guns from that posit ion 
to the crossing of the drift found by 
the cavalry two miles fun her south 
and withstood tin determined attacks 
of the enemy, who, in some eases ad- 
vanced within one hundred yards. 
“I " battery of the Royal Horse fir- 
tillery was suddenly surrounded in 
the drift and the officers and men 
were made prisoners without a 
shot being fired 

Bloemfontein. Monday. April 2 . — 
Gen. Colville’s division and French’s 
cavalry have returned here. Kvery- 
tliing is qufiet. 

London. April 5 . — Gen. ( olville and 
Gep. French have given up the move- 
ment against the Boers er.ht of Bloem- 
fontein. and have rejoined th** main 
army. It doubtless seemed to Lord 
Rolawts a vain thing to send from 
ten to twelve thousand if his best 
troops into the wilderness, with a 
field trans|»ort. in the direction at a 
right angle with his chosen line of 
advance. The Boers have probably 
moved elsewhere, and if to th**. south- 
west. Gen. Colville could ns easily 
strike them from Bloemfontein as by 
following them across the plains.

Reichmann's brother officers, men 
who knew him well, say that it is 
very probable that Reichmann occu- 
pied some conspicuous point of van- 
tage from which to view the fight, am 
his discovery in uniform by the Brit- 
ish was the basis for the assumption 
that he was one of the Boer leaders 
Reichmann was selected by Gen. Miles 
personally* to accompany the Boer 
forces during the war as an observer 
for the United States army. The 
army was already represented on the 
British side by (apt. Slocum, and in 
the interest of military science it was 
deemed essential that an accurate 
idea should be had of the Boer meth- 
od of warfare, in order that conclu- 
sions might be drawn that would be 
useful to the United States army. 

Reichmann ranks high as a scientific 
soldier, having l>een detailed with suc- 
cess to observe the grand maneuvers 
of the German army as a representa- 
tive of the United States army. His 
colleagues in Washington declare 
that the officer has *oo much common 
st^nse to Ik* led into a violation of his 
orders in the manner descrilied; for if 
he actually threw in his lot with the 
lioers in attacking the British, he vio- 
lated the rules of war and commit led 
a very grave offense under the army 
regulations.

FAMOUS HAMILTON TREES. 



Dili Pn**»e* the New York Legisla- 
ture to Purchase a Portion of the 
Alex. Hamilton Estate. 

New York. April a. — Both houses 
of the legislature have passed a bill 
providing’ for the purchase of a por- 
tion of the Alexander Hamilton es- 
tate, on St. Nicholas Heights, in this 
city, in order to preserve the famous 
JiaJuiJton trees. <ieor*re Washington 
at Mount Vernon gave to Alexander 
Hamilton 13 tiny sweet g’um trees, to 
lie planted on Hamilton's farm on 
Manhattan Island in memory of the 
13 colonies. The tree were brought to 
New York in Hamilton '« carriage 
when he drove home, from Virginia. 
They were planted and grew, but tlie 
space given was then too small, and 
the trees crowded one awothcr. With- 
in the past few years most of the 
trees hare died, and those that sur- 
vive are not healthy. Last year the 
land cm which they stood, at Convent 
avenoe and 142nd street, was sold, and 
the purchaser announced his in ten 
tiou of cutting down the trees to 
make room for a house. ThLs roused 
a protest which influenced the legisla- 
ture. The G range, in which Hamilton 
died, after the dnei with Burr, hat 
been preserved, hat ing been purchased 
h/ a church. The building will be 
removed to the ground near the trees.
